Chauges in Rules 


At the December 4, 1947 meeting of the Board of Directors, some of the rules were 
amended pertaining to Advanced Registry, Herd Test, Herd Classification and Progressive 
Breeders’ Registry.

The Board considered these changes in fees entirely from the need for making - 


the services more nearly self-supporting. There was no intent whatever to discour- 
age the use of any of these very important functions. It is hoped that the breeders 
will still recognize the value in these programs for herd improvement and breed im- 
provement even at the higher cost. = 


PROGRESSIVE BREEDERS’ REGISTRY 


Rule 6, the Bang’s disease requirement, was modified to read as follows: 
“The herd shall be under state or federal supervision for the control of Bang’s 
disease, and the last test of the herd which shall have been made within twelve 
months of the date of application shall have been a clean test; or if calfhood | 
vaccination is practiced, the last test of all animals 30 months of age or older 
at date of test and made within twelve months of this date shall have been a | 
clean test; or shall have qualified for certification in accordance with the regula- 
tions of the state in which the herd is located. When a quarantine herd is 
maintained as a separate unit for the purpose of preservation of blood lines, 
maintenance of such herd shall not disqualify the owner for Progressive Breed- 
ers’ Registry.’’ 


There are two new features in the above rule. The tolerance for vaccinated heifers 





to clear up is raised from 24 to 30 months of age. Provision is also made for qualification if 7 
the authorities of the state in which the herd is located, have rated it as a certified herd 
in accordance with the state regulations. -

There was discussion concerning a fall 
sale which culminated in the holding of 
such a sale on October 1, 1914 at the Dow 
Farm in Randolph.

Lashbrook New President—John B. Irwin Honored 


By FAY BARNEY 


Minnesota Breeders gathering at the 
“Golden Buckle of the Dairy Belt” 
elected A. J. Lashbrook as their new 
president at their annual meeting at 
Waconia on March 23rd. The meeting 
was dedicated to John B. Irwin, veteran 
Minnesota breeder and developer of 
Pietertje Maid Ormsby (Mother Ormsby) 
and of Duchess Skylark Ormsby.  Pre- 
sentation of the scroll to Mr. Irwin was 
made by Axel Hansen, noted Holstein 
judge and one-time employe of Mr. Ir- 
win, and now Minneapolis Tribune Agri- 
cultural Director. 


Business Session 

The meeting got under way in the Wa- 
conia High School with several hundred 
breeders present. Russell Seath, state 
secretary, opened the meeting with a 
reading of his annual report which show- 
ed the association. to be in sound finan- 
cial condition. Seath announced the 
dates for the 1948 Black and White shows 
as follows: April 10th, Mayo Auditorium, 
Rochester; June 7th, Austin; June 8th, 
Garden City; June 9th, New Sweden; and 
June 12th, Farmington. Dale Smith, 
Carver County Agent, gave some interest- 
ing facts and figures on the local county, 
pointing out that Holsteins predominate 
aand that the average estimated produc- 
tion per cow for the county is around 
255 pounds of fat. 


Dr. Petersen on Europe 

Dr. W. E. Petersen, (Bill, to the Gopher 
breeders), told the assembly of his recent 
trip abroad. He emphasized in this talk, 
the closeness of Europe to us thru air 
travel and stated that he flew from Lon- 
don to New York in less time than he 
rode by rail from Chicago to St. Paul. He 
addressed about 50,000 in Britain in 12 
universities and research institutions. He 
told of his insisting on seeing the small 
farms as well as the large establishments 
and said that the dairy cow was recog- 
nized in Britain as the best converter of 
food per acre. Grain for feeding is ra- 
tioned over there and is allotted to dairy- 
men on a basis of amount of milk pro- 
duced. 


He told how Britain had a surplus of 
milk in 1934. They are now producing 
30% more than then and there is a short- 
age at this time. With the exception of 
small quantities dried during the peak of 
production, all milk is sold fresh. At 
their shows, only cows and only those in 
milk, are exhibited which adds consider- 
able to the interest. In registration, any

Holland, he stated, was suffering from 
drouth while Denmark has a_ plentiful 
supply of meat on account of British im- 
ports being curtailed.

His conten- 
tion was that the tax might well be re- 
pealed provided the color of oleo was 
established in some other color than yel- 
low; he had found that congressmen have 
been receiving about 50 telegrams and 
letters for repeal of the tax to one against 
repeal. At the close of Mr. Moscrip’s 
talk, Edward Heuer, Carver County presi- 
dent, read the resolution of their county 
association which followed Mr. Moscrip’s 
suggestion on the color issue. 


Banquet 

Splendid Musical numbers, both vocal 
and instrumental, were furnished the 400 
guests who sat down to the bountiful 
meal in the Waconia High school. Na- 
tional Director and retiring president, 
Herbert Miller, acted as _ toastmaster. 
Gold watches were presented to Julius 
Olson, Nicollet and to Loraine Weide- 
man, Pine City, outstanding boy and girl 
in the state.

Resolutions 

Four of the resolutions presented were 
unanimously accepted, namely, one on 
tax on purebred animals, one of ap- 
preciation to Congressman August H. An- 
dreson for his services on the agricultural 
committee and on the oleo measure; a 
resolution similar to the one passed by 
the Carver County association on the 
color of oleo; and one on the eradication 
of foot and mouth disease. 

A fifth resolution was presented by the 
committee without their taking any ac- 
tion and provided for he state president 
to appoint a committee of five to confer 
with the University authorities regarding 
artificial insemination. After some dis- 
cussion, a standing vote was taken result- 
ing in the passage of this resolution also.

The awards have been the 
target of minor opposition, and the context of the discussions 
in the round table is indicative that the situation is viewed from 
either an unintelligent or biased viewpoint. 

In the round table discussion of March 6, 1948 issue of the 
World, Mr. Kenneth P. McDannel implies that a_ buildup 
through advertising is the only reason for the produce of Mont- 
vic Rag Apple Colantha Abbekerk (Marksman and Sovereign) 
being officially awarded the All-American honor, after having 
received 92 points. The next highest placing was the produce of 
Mary Ann Korndyke Bess (Anna and Ruth) with 62 points. The 
popular vote was 5-1 in favor of the bulls. His implication is 
that the people in North America who know best the type for 
which the breeders of Holstein cattle are striving, have made a 
grave mistake. In the summaries of the thousands of people 
who selected their choices in this past All-American contest ate 
not to be regarded as the last word, to whom shall we turn for 
the advice—a minority?

The 
purpose is to locate and honor brood cows who transmit de 
sirable characteristics to their progeny.

He has questioned the greatness of Colantha Abbekerk 
from three angles. First: that there was no evidence in the 
ranks of paternal sisters to either of her sons who made up the 
All-American Produce. This statement is irrelevant and there 
fore has no bearing on the subject. Second: that neither mett 
bar of the produce sired an All-American or Reserve All-Ameti 
can female. This again, is a get-of-sire question, but to vouch 
for their greatness as sires, we need only to look back into the

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Most certainly it is a great accomplishment for any 
animal who can qualify as one of the six in North America to 
be nominated for All-American honors. _ Competition in a 
showring is the ultimate in locating the animals in the various 
classes having the most desirable qualities. 26.6% of the nomin- 
ations for this year’s honors were descendants of Montvic Rag 
Apple Colantha Abbekerk. This includes the progeny of an- 
other great son of old Abbie. It is absurd to discredit a young 
bull who has not yet sired an All-American female, but one of 
whose granddaughters was All-American. It is infrequent for 
most bulls to have offspring even make the nomination list, let 
alone gain the highly coveted honor. Abbie has transmitted her 
characteristics right down the line—generation after generation 
with amazing consistency—and this is the stick by which we 
measure true greatness. Third: that there are no identical fac- 
tors in their own makeup. In the greatest class of aged bulls of 
1947, Marksman and Sovereign placed first and third. Why be 
so critical as to require that they stand first and second? Mr. 
McDannel implies that the terms identity and superbness may be 
used synonomously, but precisely they are different. We could 
have two identical animals that are poor in type. 1n this case, 
however; we have two animals who are excessively superior in 
type and who are not exactly alike. The type of their sons 
and daughters and grandsons and granddaughters is pre-eminent 
enough that we need not question their exact identity.

It is possible that Mr. McDannel has never cast an eye on 
either of these bulls since he directs attention to specific pic- 
tures. Let us be broadminded enough and give every good bull 
his just acknowledgement. Time will prove to us whether the 
majority was right and the minority wrong or vice-versa in hon- 
oring the produce of Colantha Abbekerk over that of Mary Ann. 
But remember—fifty million Frenchmen weren't wrong.

Later Elmwood sold the cow to 
Shanley Farm where she became the 
mother of Shanley Bessie Reliance that 
sired many prize winners at Waterloo 
and Wisconsin, the most noted being 
Shanley Bessie Nig, first junior yearling 
bull at Waterloo and Reserve All-Ameri- 
can in 1942, and Shanley Bessie Sterling, 
first heifer calf at Waterloo and Honor- 
able Mention All-American calf in 1942. 


The second branch stems from Douglas 
Tirania Harkie Allie, a grand daughter 
from a double granddaughter of King 
Bessie Colantha Hark, her sire being 
Douglas Tirania Inka Harkie, classified

This heifer, portraying the 
same general conformation that character- 
ized old Delaphene, proved to be the 
fountain-head of a _ three generation 
group of All-American winners. In 1939 
she was Junior Champion at Waterloo 
and Minnesota and Reserve All-American 
Senior Yearling, losing All-American 
honors to the Canadian heifer, Aaggie 
Pluto Segis by a vote of 61 to 54, but was 
a heavy favorite in the popular vote. 
She was shown by Joy Bros. Farm Co. 
N. St. Paul, Minn. and was purchased at 
their dispersal by Franlo Farms, Hopkins, 
Minn. At that time she was in calf to 
Forum King Bessie. The resulting calf 
was Lady Douglas Bessie, the most sen- 
sational show animal in the Hark Clan. 


In 1941 Lady Douglas Bessie was first 
heifer calf at the National and Wisconsin, 
first and junior champion at Eastern 
States, Minnesota, Indiana and Kentucky, 
second at Waterloo and All-American. Of 
the sixteen official judges fourteen placed 
her first and two second. In 1942 Lady 
Douglas Bessie performed a feat which 
but few All-American calves have ac- 
complished by winning All-American 
Senior Yearling Honors after being first 
and junior champion at Waterloo and 
Minnesota, and third at Wisconsin. Again 
the vote was 14 to 2. 


In 1942 a son of Douglas Tirania 
Harkie Allie also was shown.  Franlo 
Choice, that was sired by King Bessie 
Korndyke Ormsby Fobes, placed first at 
Waterloo and Minnesota and fifth at 
Wisconsin, later being made All-Ameri- 
can Bull calf by a 13—3—1 vote. Bessie 
and Choice won Honorable Mention as 
All-American Produce. 


Lady Douglas Bessie mated with Chip 
of Nettie and Aaggie produced Franlo 
Chip Douglas King. Although only a 
three year old, he won the aged bull 
classes, senior and grand championships 
at Wisconsin and Waterloo in 1946 and 
the three year old bull class at the Royal, 
going on to All-American three year old 
honors without a dissenting vote. He was 
Grand Champion winner at Waterloo in 
1947. 

A full sister of Franlo Chip Douglas 
King placed first in the heifer calf class 
at Wisconsin in 1944 and a daughter of 
Douglas Tirania Harkie Allie sired by 
Chip placed second as a senior yearling. 


Lady Douglas Bessie is also Reserve 
All-Time All-American heifer calf being 
beaten in a hairline decision by the great 
Papoose calf. 


Of the fifty-three daughters of King 
Bessie Colantha Hark listed in the 1943 
Red Book, thirty have been classified 
with the following results: Excellent—6, 
Very Good—13, Good Plus—9, and Good 
—2. The ability to sire both pleasing 
type and heavy production has made 
Hark a Gold Medal Sire. 


One good example of Hark combined 
type and production is Hark Colantha 
Ormsby Gowanda, Reserve All-American 
four year old of 1935, that went from the 


circuit to the test barn and Produced 
23,634 lbs. milk, 3.8%, and 908 Ibs. fat 
thus making her the highest record 
daughter of King Bessie Colantha Hark 
In her preceding lactation she produced 
784 lbs. fat. 


Another good example is Handy Brook 
Elsie Hark, bred by George Schumacher 
and owned by Ravencroft Farm, Antioch 
Ill. Elsie besides being first prize aged 
cow, senior and Grand Champion at Wa- 
terloo in 1939 has chalked up the follow. 
ing records:

The rise of the Harks has been slow 
but it has been sure and steady. They 
have risen to national recognition in the 
herds of the farmer breeder. They have 
demonstrated their ability for consistent 
production through — generation after 
generation and the same consjstency has 
held true in the show ring. They are 
well liked by those who know them best, 
When Bill Lynn left Elmwood to manage 
another herd it was a Hark that he took 
with him as a herd sire and when the 
former Dow herd was dispersed, the barn 
boys agreed that the best cow in the herd 
was a daughter of that inbred son of Old 
Dutch, Colantha Hark; a daughter that 
had milked 78 pounds on twice a day 
milking though weighing only eleven 
hundred. They have met the other acid 
test of greatness, the ability to stand close 
breeding. This is being proven in the 
Douglas, Schumacher, and Tamm herds 
where the Hark blood is being intensified 
with excellent results. 


But above all this, Colantha Hark 
Delaphene, the mother of the Harks, was 
a cow that combined type and production 
and possessed the ability to transmit the 
combination. A study of the Holstein 
breed proves that the great mothers of 
the breed are not the tremendous pro- 
ducers only nor the sensations of the show 
ring only. Rather they are cows which 
combined and transmitted type and pro 
duction to a high degree. 


From the barren hillside farm in Cone- 
wango to the smiling clover fields of Ohio, 
westward to the black earth of Illinois, 
northward to the gently rolling hills 
of Wisconsin, southward to the prairie 
lands of Iowa, back eastward to the tide 
waters of Maryland, the Harks have 
pushed their way until today a new fam- 
ily has risen in the Holstein breed, a 
family combining the Colanthas and the 
Ormsbys with a dash of the Inkas, the 
Pietertjes, and the Burkes. 


Strange indeed is the hand of fate and 
nowhere is it stranger than in the bust 
ness of breeding. Who among that group 
of prosperous farmers gathered in the 
Band House to form an_ association 
would have dreamed that the little lame 
man of the hills, John Ackley, vice pres 
dent, crusader for the Holstein ow, 
would be the breeder of Colantha Hark 
Delaphene, strong mother of the Harks?

of butterfat in a year. The World’s Rec- 
ord made by these cows and their type 
and consistent production established the 
foundation Ormsby family which, mated 
with other blood lines, has contributed a 
quality (type, constitution, production) 
which has improved a large percentage of 
the Holsteins in America. 

For several years, 50 to 80% of animals 
winning All-American honors could be 
traced through their ancestors to Pietertje 
Maid Ormsby (Mother Ormsby) or to oth- 
er foundation animals of the famous 
Wood Lake herd. 


Such famous sires as Sir Pietertje Orms- 
by Mercedes 37th, Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes 4Ist, Creator, King of the 
Ormsbys’ Man-O-War, King Bessie Pieter- 
tje Ormsby, Matador Segis Ormsby, 
Ormsby Sensation, and many other fam- 
ous bulls of the breed.

campus. When he received his Bachelor 
of Science degree, he put it away for he 
was ready to put what he had learned 
into farming and development of Holstein 
cattle. On being graduated he bought his 
father’s herd of cattle and rented Wood- 
lake Farm. 

{n 1900 he married Bernice Hennings, 
a Delta Gamma whose acquaintance he 
had made at the University, whose home 
was in Willmar, Minnesota. Miss Hen- 
nings began teaching school at 16 and 
had been preceptress at Breck School. For 
many years she wrote all of Mr. Irwin’s 


letters and compiled many pedigrees of 
the cattle. 

In 1900 he established Irwin’s Sanitary 
Dairy, which later produced the first Cer- 
tified Milk in the Twin Cities. 

At the annual meeting of the Holstein 
Friesian Association of America, he got 
the Association to appropriate $500 for 
the Minnesota State Fair Holstein show. 


In 1907 Mr. Irwin bought 750 acres in 
Bloomington, naming them Clover Farms, 
and increased his herd of pure-bred Hol- 
steins to 350 head. 

Everett Ford Irwin, John B’s_ father, 
was one of the first Holstein breeders in 
the Midwest. He assisted M. E. Moore

The Irwin cattle have 
been consistent prize winners in local, 
State and National shows. 

In 1904, Mr. Irwin’s efforts toward de. 
veloping type and constitution were re. 
warded by the Grand Premier Breeder 
and Exhibitor Banners at the World's 
Fair in St. Louis (in competition with 
the best herds in the country.) He was 
awarded the Grand Premier Breeder’; 
Banner at the Lewis and Clark Exposi- 
tion in 1905—again in the stiffest of com- 
petition. 

Mr. Irwin and W. B. Barney represent- 
cd Holstein Breeders in the establishment 
cf the National Dairy Show, both sery- 
ing as directors on the first board. Mr, 
Irwin’s cattle championships and 
Grand Premier Honors repeatedly. Mr. 
Irwin, at the first Round Table discus- 
sion of the Dairy Industry, offered the 
toast “Here’s to the Holstein cow—black 


won 


and white—foster mother of the human 
race.” 

Mr. Irwin, with the assistance of A. J. 
Mcguire and members of the State Dairy- 
men’s Association, organized the Minne- 
sota State Holstein Association. He was 
its first president and later served in that 
capacity during the successful pure-bred 
sire campaigns, in which over 1,100 pure. 
bred sires were sold to Minnesota farmer. 
to improve their dairy herds. In 1912 
1914 he was president of the State Live 
Stock Breeders’ Association, and is 2 
charter member of the Minnesota State 
Cattle Breeders’ Association. 


For many years Mr. Irwin has been a 
voting delegate from Minnesota to the an- 
nual meetings of the Holstein Friesian 
Association of America, part of the time 
serving as Vice-president, board member 
and as chairman of the General Welfare 
Committee. 

He was one of the founders and first 
President of the Twin City Milk Produc 
(1916-1917), served for 
director of Land O'Lakes 
Creamery Association, and also as direc 
tor of the National Milk Producers’ Fed- 
eration.

million dollars of United States money, 
we not only have failed to wipe out the 
disease but we agree to a quarantine and 
vaccination program—a weak-kneed, vac- 
ort of backing away from a job—

“This is the present protection given 
our livestock industry from the most 
devastating menace known: 

\ quarantine line about 300 miles 

from our border, and 

\ United States border patrol which 

shoots any Mexican animal that moves 

across the border. 

“There is discussion of two high woven 
wire fences which may be erected, one at 
the so-called quarantine line and one 
along the Rio Grande. Fences will not 
stop a disease which spread to 22 of our 
states before an alert and able federal 
sanitary force could handle it. 

“That weak excuse given for our al- 
most total failure in Mexico is this (I 
quote), 

‘The slaughter program was having 

too big an impact on the Mexican 

economy.’ 
What appears to be a fact is that it was 
having a vote impact—owners of live- 
stock, though well-paid for their animals, 
objecting to the slaughter of those in- 
fected and threatening political reprisals. 

The “impact,” though temporarily severe, 
is infinitely less costly for Mexico than 
“living with foot and mouth disease” 
from here on out—including losing a 
United States market for close to a half 
million cattle annually. For, unwise and 
ineffective as we have been in this cam- 
paign in Mexico, there isn’t a chance in 
the world that our embargo against Mex- 
ican cattle imports will be lifted so long 
as foot and mouth disease exists in that 
country. 

“This is a fact: our herds and _ flocks, 
one of the basic assets of our country, 
are in definite, constant danger. More— 
this is not the problem of stockmen 
alone. Every citizen of this country has 
a direct interest in this situation. Foot 
and mouth disease brought into this

Along 
the same line, wire should not be 
stretched as tight on a hot day as on a 
cold day.

CANADIAN JERSEY BREEDERS 
HEAR DR. BIERLY 


Dr. Ivan Bierly, professor of Agricul- 
tural Economics at Cornell addressed the 
annual meeting of the Canadian Jersey 
Cattle Club at Montreal on March 5th. 
He told Jersey men that the problem of 
cutting costs presents the greatest chal- 
lenge to farmers in the years ahead. 
“The lowest-cost producers almost always 
make the best catch, have the most money 
to put in the bank at the end of the 
year and most news hats for the Mrs.,” 
he stated. 
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THE NETHERLANDS SITUATION 

Contrary to a general idea in this 
country, the war had a somewhat favor- 
able influence in the development of 
stock breeding in the Netherlands. Cattle 
numbers were reduced owing to the im- 
possibility of importing the required 
quantities of concentrates and the neces- 
sity to convert part of the grassland into 
arable land to support the food supply 
for man. 

The special protection of purebred ani- 
mals led to a greater interest in pedigreed 
stock and there has been a steady increase 
in the number of purebred breeders since 
the end of hostilities. The large breed- 
ing districts in Friesland and North Hol- 
land suffered very little devastation thru 
the war. The Black and White Holland- 
Friesian cattle make 70 per cent of the 
dairy cattle in the Netherlands. 

Testing is called milk control in the 
Netherlands and the percentage of cows 
under test has increased from 25.8% in 
1943 to 41% in 1947. The control was 
interrupted in the season of 1944-45 on 
account of war activities. 

As mating bulls for general use only 
bulls with a well-known pedigree and a 


certain minimum production capacity 
may be used. In most provinces a com- 
pulsory inspection of conformation is 
added. Dam-daughter comparisons are 


made the same as in this country and the 
proven bulls are called “Preferent” sires. 
There is in the Netherlands an increasing 
interest in artificial insemination, the 
number of organizations is approximately 
100 while about 70,000 cows will be in- 
seminated this year. All societies which 
use artificial insemination are under ob- 
ligation to have all their cows milk-con- 
trolled and to register the offspring of 
the bull. 





UNDULANT FEVER CURE 
The Amercian Medical Association 
Journal announces that medical science 
has found a cure for undulant fever in 
the combination of the drugs—strepto- 
mycin and sulfadiazine. 
Research that resulted in the finding of 
the cure for undulant fever 
ducted at the University of Chicago’s 
School of Medicine. A patient who was 
acutely ill had been hospitalized for three 
months and failed to respond to treat- 
ments of penicillin and blood transfu- 
sions or to separate doses of streptomycin 
and sulfadiazine. The combination of 
the two drugs however, is bringing about 
very satisfactory results.

A terrific argument began, started by 
me, as to what type we were supposed tg 
be breeding. Mr. Dougherty’s animals 
beat the daylights out of mine in the 
show ring and my herd beat his in pro- 
duction.

I maintained you could .. . depending 


on what show type. Then the hair pull. 
ing began! 

After we calmed down and had proved 
nothing as usual, I said I was going to 
write an article about it. Ted said he 
would print it if I did, so here goes . . , 
tho it may end up in the World’s waste 
basket! 

As more or less a newcomer in the 
field I feel I am justified in my argument, 
because it is the beginners who want to 
know which way to go. The oldtimers 
and big operators know, or think they 
do, already having been at it long enough 
to prove something to themselves. Of 
course the whole business is one man’s 
opinion against another. 

I think we have a definite problem 
here. I, myself, in three shows this past 
season had the following experience . . . 
a nice four year old heifer in the first 
show placed first in a class of five heifers, 
placed second in the udder class tho she 
was showing dry and was then put on 
the State herd (the judge at this show 
was later one of the All-American 
Judges). I was right proud. The next 
show she placed last in a class of ten 
cows! Then the next week she competed 
in a class of some 12 animals, heifers and 
aged cows mixed. Here she went 5th. 
When I got her home weary from the 
show circuit, looking her worst, she was 
classified Very Good! She is now fresh, 
doing better than ever and looks to make 
close to 500 pounds with third calf on 
2X. Now what do you make of that? 

Then a bull calf. In the first show 
Bull A was first (after long deliberation 
by the judge) and mine second. The next 
show A was 3rd and mine was 5th, the 
3rd show A was 3rd and mine was second! 
Not so much variation here as with the 
heifer but still some. In all these shows 
there were similar upsets with a lot of
